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THREE-MONTH  BREATHER 

Partial  operating  subsidy  for  a  period  of  three 
months  has  been  made  available  to  KPFA  by  the  Fund 
for  Adult  Education  of  the  Ford  Foundation*  In 
this  period  the  Foundation  and  the  station  will 
study  various  plans  for  long-range  development  of 
the  KPFA  project  and  listeners-sponsored  radio* 
It  is  not  a  foregone  conclusion  that  any  subse-
